«eas ana Town Council of the Borough of 
New Oxford, County of Adams and Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, and it is 
hereby enacted and ordained by and with 
the authority of the same as follows : — 


SECTION 1.— That there be and^is here- 


by levied and assessed upon all persons 
and property subject to taxation for mun- 
icipal purposes within the Borough of 
New Oxford, County of Adams and Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, a tax of 
three (3) mills ior general Borough pur- 
poses for the year 1915.

SECTION 2.— That there be and is here- 


by levied and assessed upon all persons 
and property subject to taxation for mun-

Many interesting figures are contained 


in the report of William F. Weaver, treas 
nrer of the board of poor directors of Ad- 
ams county, for the pat>t fiscal year, just 
compiled and published by the county 
auditors The report of the County Home 
shows that 3718 meals were furnished to 
tramps during the year, and 1859 were 
given lodging. 


On January first there were 94 inmates 


at the home, 43 of whom were in the in- 
same department, 25 in the men's build 
ing, and 29 in tbe women's building. 


Among the expenditures are the lollow 


ing: salaries of officers and employt-s, $3,- 
66225; feed, $79297; bread, rolls and 
pork, $1055 65; carpets, dry goods and no- 
tions, f46092; coal'oil. $58.13; clothing 
and shoes, $209.37; coal and wood, $1678.- 
98; cattle and hogs, $1907 06; cider, ap- 
ples and vinegar, $90 15; coffins, $13 00; 
lye, soa£ and disinfectants, $209 77; fer- 
tilizer, $265 60; fiah, green groceries and 
melons, $122 65; groceries, 999 55; tobac- 
co, $271 58; potatoes, $520 73; syrnp,$113.-

turned to Vera Cruz. 


The admiral's dispatches telling ol 


relief of the situation at Progress 
crossed a new note from the United 
States, which was sent on its way U 
Carranza, giving notice that the Unit 
ed States was determined to rais« 
the blockade and, if necessary, us« 
the cruiser Des Moines to do so. 


It became known for the first t!m« 


that last week a Mexican . gunboat 
had stopped one American ship with 
a shot across her bows, had held uf 
another and had interfered with Brit 
ish shipping.

The 
seriousness of the situation 


growing out of the blockade of Pro- 
greso was pointed out by Secretarj 
Houston, of the department of agri 
culture, who advised the president 
that 200,000,000 pounds' of twine ar« 
used each year in the United Statei 
in binding grain, flax and corn crops,' 
and that nine-tenths of the supply il 
made from sisal grown in Yucatan 
and exported through Progreso.

Many interesting figures are contained 
in the reportof William F. Weaver, tress* 
urer of the board of poor directors of Ad­ 
ams county, for the pabt fiscal year, just 
compiled and published by the county 
auditors. The report of the County Home 
shows that 3718 meals were furnished to 
tramps during the year, and 1859 were 
given lodging.

THE WAR 


TUESDAY* 


W ar fever in the Balkan states is 
growing and the allies fleet is push 
Ing its way nearer to Constantinople 
and Bulgaria is tho latest country to 
be facing an internal crisis over th< 
question of peace or war. 


A bill was offered in the house ol 
commons proposing that the British 
government be empowered to com 
mandeer all factories needed for wai 
purposes. 


The right wing of the German armj 
in north Poland has been driven tc 
within eight miles of the Prussian 
border, Petrograd reports. This leavei 
the army operating before Ossowie< 
open to attack from the rear. 


In France, Berlin tells of the cap 
ture of two French trenches at Notri 
Dame do Lorette, with 256 men and 
two small cannon. W eather hinden 
fighting in the Champagne and Al 
sace. Paris announces the repulse o. 
several German attacks. 


WEDNESDAY. 


The British troops who have beet 
fighting around La Bassee, in north 
ern Franco, made an important ad 
vance, capturing the tow’n of Neuvf 
Chapello and advancing towards Au 
bers.

Germana suffered grea’ 
losses, 1000 of them being captured 
on one small part of the field.

The Mexican gunboat Zaragosa hat 
been called off and the two American 
ships laden with sisal for the United 
States were cleared on Saturday with» 
out interference. 


Rear Admiral Caperton, command 
ing the American fleet in Mexican wa 
ters, reported 
the 
raising of thl 
blockade in his official dispatches and 
reported that the Zaragosa had r* 
turned to Vera Cruz. 


The admiral’s dispatches telling of 
relief of the situation at Progress 
crossed a new note from the United 
States, which was sent on its way ti 
Carranza, giving notice that the Unit 
ed States was determined to raisi 
the blockade and, if necessary, us< 
the cruiser Des Moines to do so. 


It became known for the first timi 
that last week a Mexican . gunboal 
had stopped one American ship with 
a shot across her bows, had held uf 
another and had interfered with Brit 
ish shipping.

greso wfas pointed out by Secretary

STORE CLOSES; EXlf VILLAGE. 


Town Wiped Off Map by Appointment 
of Rccoiver* For Big Concern. 


Sioux Falls. S. D.—1Tivis, a frontier 
village in Bennington county, Is no 
more. 


Closing tip of the affairs of the Con-* 
sumers* Supply company here by a re­ 
ceiver marked the passing of the town 
and also one of the unique stores of 
the west. 


For years the store stood on the 
prairie several miles from the nearest 
neighbor and forty-flvc miles from a, 
railroad. The store was equipped like 
a department store in a city of 25,000. 


Tho company was formed in 190S, 
following the settlement of the sur­ 
rounding country by homesteaders In 
the boom days. 
George E. Tivis, for 
whom the town, consisting of the store, 
was named, had been in the country 
many years and had conducted a small 
store on his ranch. 


Later he formed the Consumers’ Sup­ 
ply company* with a capital of $50.000, 
and built a masniiloent store, newspa­ 
per office and bank building. The store 
was stocked with everything from» 
thrashing machines and traction en­ 
gines to groceries. 


Tivis recently disappeared, and the 
appointment of the receiver followed, 
nad the homesteaders who occupied 
tho surroundiug region been able to 
raise good crops each year the “city 
store 011 the prairie” might have suc­ 
ceeded. 
Many of the homesteaders 
wore unable to make farming pay ami 
left the country.

Spring Line Now Rtady With Best SdecUons, 
D«ait Worctster Ask« That They 


Protected From Destruction. 


. Washington.—Dean C. Worcester, ex- 
secretary of the interior for the Euil- 
ippine Islands, in reporting to the 
American 
Forestry 
Association 
ot 


Washington on forest conditions in 
the Philippines, says that 40,000,000 
acres, or nearly one-half of the laud 
area of the islands, are covered by 
valuable virgin forests, while second 
growth forests hold possession of an- 
other 20.000.000 acres. He says in part: 


"In view of the indifference which 


we ourselves have shown toward thu 
conservation of our own forest re- 
sources in the immediate past we 
should not wonder that the Filipinos. 
by which term I designate the Chns- 
tianized-civilized residents of the archi 
pelago, should still be utterly indiffer- 
ent to the preservation of their for- 
ests as a permanent source of wealth. 


"One might suppose that the sparse 


population of the islands could at the 
worst make comparatively little im- 
pression on their vast forests. 
Unfor- 


tunately this is not the case. For un- 
told centuries there has prevailed the 
custom of jbtaining land for agricul 
ture by felling and burning the for- 
est trees. Newly cleared lands have ( 
been abandoned as soon as cogon 
made its appearance. 
This pest i3 


more than capable of holding its own 
against all comers. Its wide spreading 
and sharply pointed roots not only, 
make the boil acid, but bore through 
any moderately soft obstacles which 
they encounter 
Furthermore, cogon 


burns readily and fiercely during the 
dry season, destroying any young trees 
which may have established 
them 


selves, with the result that a defor- 
ested area which becomes a cogonal 
remains a cogonal unless man inter- 
venes."

D o n Worcester A sk * That They Be 
Protected From Destruction. 


. Washington.—Dean C. Worcester* ox* 
»eoretary of the interior for the Phil­ 
ippine Islands, in reporting to the 
American 
Forestry 
Association 
of 
Washington on forest conditions in 
the Philippines, says that 40,000,000 
acres, or nearly one-half of the land 
anea of the islands, arc covered by 
valuable virgin forests, while second 
growth forests hold possession of an­ 
other 20.000,000 acres. He says in part: 
"In view of the indifference which 
we ourselves have shown toward the 
conservation of our own forest re* 
sources in the immediate past wo 
should not wonder that the Filipinos, 
by which term I designate the Chris- 
tianizod-civilized residents of the archi­ 
pelago, should still be utterly indiffer« 
cut to the preservation of their for* 
csts as a permanent source of wealth. 


MOnc might suppose that the sparse 
population of the islands could at tho 
worst make comparatively little im­ 
pression on their vast forests. 
Unfor­ 
tunately this is not the case. 
For un­ 
told centuries there has prevailed tho 
custom of jbtnining land for agricul­ 
ture by felling and burning the for 
ost trees.

COUNTY POLL TAX 


REBATE FOR VOTERS 


Harrubnrg, Mar. 10 —A county poll tax 
of $3 with a rebate of $2 if a man votes is 
provided for every qualified voter in a 
bill introduced into the bouse by Mr. 
Snyder, Westmoreland. 
The assessors 


are charged with the duty o£ making lists 
•nd the tax is to be levied by county 
comnHssioners when the regular conhty 
tax is levied The tax payable as follows: 
$1 when other county taxes ate payable 
and the remainder before' December 15. 
The bill also provides that if any person 
refuses to pay within 30 days from the 
demand therefore he may be taken to 
jail until he pave. If a man votes at eith 
er a primary or general election he is to 
be given by the Judge of election a certi- 
ficate that he has voted and he is to be 
givtyi credit for a- dollar for each election 
at which he votes. In its closing para 
graph the bill provides that tue. proceeds 
of the tax shall' go to the school districts 
in proportion to the tax paid.

stroyed. The bell was shipped by boat 
from St. Louis to Kickapoo in 1855 
and was the gift of Dr. Eafus. It was 
bang in the belfry of the Methodist 
church, claimed to be the first house 
of worship of that denomination erect- 
ed in Kansas. 
In 1865 the bell was 


sold to the Kickapoo school board.

Using Condensed Milk In Their Tea, 


and Alco Eating Ic* Cream. 


Washington.—Americans who have 


been influenced by tlie orient to the 
extent of taking their tea clear, with- 
out inilk or sugar, will be astonished 
to learn that'the Occident Is now bent 
on teaching the Chinese to use milk 
with their decoction of tea leaves—and 
condensed milk at that. An enterpris- 
ing condensed milk company is push- 
ing the campaign and expects to be 
successful. This concern already has 
introduced condensed milk ice cream 
to the Chinese, and they like it so well 
that many of the restaurants keep it 
always on hand."

had in China, although the natives 
seem familiar enough with the virtues 
of both the fresh and the condensed 
article.

LOW WAGES—WALSH 


Chairman of Federal Industrial 


Body Advises Protest. 


Chicago.—A plea that all the forces 


which are striving for the betterment 
of the human race join in au attack 
on low wages and "the resultant inde- 
cent standard of living" was voiced by 
Frank P. Walsh, chairman of the fed- 
eral industrial relations commission, 
before u meeting of the City club of 
Chicago. 


"Let us have a new declaration of 


war and u good mobilization," he said. 
"I hold that every organization we have 
for good should strike a blow at the 
main offender, low wages. 


"When we divide our forces into 


three great battalions—those working 
for better economic conditions, those 
working for better social conditions 
and those working for better moral 
conditions—we make a monumental 
blunder. 
Cines cannot be drawn be- 


tween the economic, social and moral 
life of the people. They rise or fall 
together and economic conditions al- 
ways dominate. 


"if those' who are concerned with 


social and moral betterment would 
join those of us who tire primarily 
concerned. with establishing economic 
justice; if they would help to force 
better wages, a, decent standard of 
living, a better environment, moro 
leisure and less laborious situations on 
90 per cent of the people, 'we could 
cut their work at least in half." 


Asseiling that at present we have 


"a veneration for wealth in this coun- 
try that has made concrete wealth su- 
pra-legal," Mr. Walsh continued: 


"We have a perfect right to with- 


hold the protection of organized so- 
ciety from one man who is doing 
many of us hurt. Great fortunes are 
as active a menace in themselves as 
they are to their possessors. 
They 


lead to greater and greater travesties 
on justice and a more insane vision of 
power. 


"The owners of such fortunes must 


have at some time or other crossed 
the lino of true economics, ethics, 
equity and criminal law. An enor- 
mous fortune Is a wrong proved by it- 
self."

"Time does change the order o? 


things," said one of a number'of el- 
derly men who were gathered in a 
grocery store over at the Cape one 
evening last week, "and some of the.

spring of the trap, and when one 
comes to think that this business was 
carried on all over the^ country, it is 
easy^to see how in years their num- 
bers dwindled and finally died out al- 
together " 


"On the other hand," said another 


of the party, "comparatively a few 
years ago we had never heard of such 
a bird as the English sparrow, and 
today they are as thick as white weed 
in a poor man's pasture." 


"Speaking of white weed," said the 


first speaker, "reminds me of the time 
I went to school way np oa what is 
now Highland avenue, and white weed 
was just making its appearance in 
the fields. It was not very plentiful, 
however, and I remember that a farm- 
er named Dyer told us boys that he 
would give us a cent a dozen for all 
we could pick in his field, for by that 
means it was kept from going to seed. 
Look at the fields nowadays. If one 
could get a cent a dozen for it now, 
a person could get rich in the course 
of a couple of years and not have to 
work but a week or two each year at 
thater. Yes, sir, there have been many 
changes in such things as these dur- 
ing the last 20 or more years, and are 
atill going on."—Portland Express and 
Advertiser.

dialraian of Federal Industrial 


Body Advises Protest. 


Chicago.—A plea that all the forces 
which arc striving for the betterment 
of the human race join in an attack 
ou low wages and '‘the resultant inde­ 
cent standard of living” was voiced by 
Frank 1\ Walsh, chairman of the fed­ 
eral industrial relations commission, 
before a meeting of the City club of 
Chicago. 


“Let us have a new declaration of 
w ar and a good mobilizution,” he said. 
<4L hold that every organization we have 
for good should strike a blow at the 
main offender, low wages. 


“When wo divide our forces into 
three great battalions—those working 
for better economic conditions, those 
working for better social condition» 
and those working for better moral 
conditions—avo make a monumental 
blunder, 
¿ines cannot be drawn be­ 
tween the economic, social and moral 
life of tho people. 
They rise or fall 
together and economic conditions al­ 
ways dominate. 


“i f those who are concerned with 
social and moral betterment would 
join those of us who arc primarily 
concerned with establishing economic 
justice; if they would help to force 
better wages, a decent standard of 
living, a better environment, 
more 
leisure and less laborious situations on 
iM) per cent of the people, 'we could 
cut their work at least in half.“ 


Asserting that at present we have 
“a veneration for wealth in this coun­ 
try that has made concrete wealth su- 
pra-legal,“ Mr. Walsh continued: 


“ We have a perfect right to with­ 
hold tho protection of organized so­ 
ciety from one man who is doing 
many of us hurt. 
Great fortunes are 
as active a menace in themselves as 
they are to their possessors. 
They 
lead to greater and greater travesties 
on justice and a more insane vision of 
power. 


“The owners of such fortunes must 
have at some time or other crossed 
the line of true economics, ethics, 
equity and criminal law. 
An enor­ 
mous fortune is a wrong proved by it 
self.”

*'/ s I said they wero very plentiful 
In these parts back in tho r50s and 
many were found in the ’60s and early

in the United States. 
The cause of 
all this lies in the 'fact that many 
people carried on the business of trap* 
ping them and out in Scarboro a man 
hx* the name of Plummer did this to 
such an extent that he came to be 
known as ‘Pigeon Dave* Plummer. Tho 
traps were so arranged that hundreds 
of the birds would be caught at one 
spring of the trap, and when one 
comes to think that this business was 
carried on all over the country, it is 
easy, to see how in years their num­ 
bers dwindled and finally died out al­ 
together/’ 


“On the other hand,” said another 
of the party, “comparatively a few 
years ago we had never heard of such 
a bird as the English sparrow, and 
today they are as thick as white weed 
in a poor man’s pasture.” 


“Speaking of white weed,” said the 
first speaker, “reminds me of the time 
I went to school way up on what is 
now Highland avenue, and white weed 
was just making its appearance in 
the fields. 
It was not very plentiful, 
however, and I remember that a farm­ 
er named Dyer told us boys that ho 
would give us a cent a dozen for all 
we could pick in his field, for by that 
means it was kept from going to seed. 
Look at the fields nowadays. If one 
could get a cent a dozen for it now, 
a person could get rich in the course 
of a couple of years and not have to 
work but a week or two each year at 
tha*r\ Yes, sir, there have been many 
chaAges in such things as these dur* 
ing^the last 20 or more years, and are 
still going on.”—Portland Express and 
Advertiser.
